This single practice has probably done 
more than any one thing to kill the turpentine industry 
in the state. 
Due to the long interval between prolific 
seed years of the longleaf pine, there is always more or 
less of a question as to whether after cutting a forest 
growth will be of long leaf pine or of some other species

MICHIGAN’S STRINGENT ANTI-BETTING 
LAW HELD INVALID BY SUPREME COURT 
News comes that the Michigan state supreme court 
has held invalid the Voorhies-Bahorski anti-gambling law, 
which the 1923 legislature of that state had adopted as a 
result of a campaign which was led by the Detroit Netvs, 
backed by many of the women’s clubs of the state. 
The law was declared to Hiave been the most drastic 
measure of its kind ever adopted by a legislative \ body 
in America. 
It was aiiped particularly to prevent the 
publication, in newspapers or other periodicals, informa­ 
tion about odds on horse races, and odds on any other 
game upon which bets are laid. 
Opponents of the bill declared, however, that the law’s 
phraseology was such that the opening clause was made 
so stringent that if the clause was taken literally all 
forms of insurance, except life insurance, would be barred, 
as the section* made it illegal to participate in any mone­ 
tary transaction, contingent upon an event “the outcome 
of which is not definitely known.” ', v : 
In holding the measure invalid, the court did not go into 
the legal phases of the law itself, but based its decision 
on the fact that the. legislature journal did pot .show that 
it had been read three times on the floor of the lower 
house prior to its adoption. 
„ 
The court did not take up the “freedom of the press” 
issue which had been projected into the fight. So, those 
who fought the bill on the grounds that it interfered with 
the liberty of the press, have little consolation from the 
court’s decision. 
There have been so many really serious efforts made 
lately to curtail the liberty of newspapers to publiéh le­ 
gitimate information, that as a result nearly all news­ 
papers have become more or less afraid to champion any

A local judge recently asserted that reluctance of 
busness men to serve on juries is one of the greatest

those who were summoned for jury duty during the 
week not to make excuses unless they had other than 
business reasons for not wishing to servqg ;He de­ 
clared that it is as much the duty of men of affairs 
and intelligence to serve on juries as to serve as sol­ 
diers in time of war. 
That men who serve on juries are protecting their 
property and their lives, as the judge contended, is 
true. There is protection to neither life nor proper­ 
ty when substantial citizens wriggle out of jury serv­ 
ice on all kinds of pretexts. When the jur^ function 
is performed by what are known as professional 
jurors—men who have no interest in the adminis­ 
tration of justice, but time-servers who consider only 
what such service means to them in selfish ways— 
justice receives little consideration, and the public 
welfare suffers accordingly.

MICHIGAN’S STRINGENT ANTI-BETTING 
LAW HELD INVALID BY SUPREME COURT 
News comes that the Michigan state supreme court 
has held invalid the Voorhies-Bahorski anti-gambling law, 
which the 1923 legislature of that state had adopted as a 
result of a campaign which was led by the Detroit News, 
backed by many of the"women’s clubs of the state. 
The low was declared to have been the most drastic 
measure of its kind ever adopted by a legislative«body 
in America. 
It was aiqjcd particularly to prevent the 
publication, in newspapers or other periodicals, informa­ 
tion about odds on horse races, and odds on any other 
game upon which bets are laid. 
Opponents of the bill declared, however, that the law’s 
phraseology was such that the opening clause was made 
so stringent that if the clause was taken literally all 
forms of insurance, except life insurance, would be barred, 
as the section made it illegal to participate in any mone­ 
tary transaction, contingent upon an event “the outcome 
of which is not definitely known.” 
In holding the measure invalid, the court did not go into 
the legal phases of the law itself, but based its decision 
- an the ffiri +hnf fttA le^slatore journal did not show that 
, R had been read three times on the floor of the lower 
house prior to its adoption. 
The court did not take up the “freedom of the press” 
issue which had been projected into the fight. So, those 
who fought the bill on the grounds that it interfered with 
the liberty of the press, have little consolation from the 
court’s decision. 
There have been so many really serious efforts made 
lately to curtail the liberty of newspapers to publish le­ 
gitimate information, that as a result nearly all news­ 
papers have become more or less afraid to champion any 


OUR DUTY TO OUR NATION DEMANDS 
THAT WE SERVE ON COURT JURIES 
The Birmingham Age-Herald recently published an edi­ 
torial, complaining that men of affairs are seeking en 
tirely too many excuses for evading service as jurors 
in Alabama courts and quotes a judge of Birmingham 
as declaring that this situation is “one of the greatest 
menaces to our free institutions.” 
The question raised is a timely one. 
If our citizens 
evade service as jurors simply because they are busy with 
other things, and decline to vote for the same reason, 
what is left to our country? 
Are we to be forced to de­ 
pend, in future years, on* men who have little other éée» 
pation to sit uppn our juries and .cast our votes? 
After 
all isn’t it the duty every man owes his state and his na 
tion to vote every election and to serve in court when he 
possibly can? 
The Age-Herald says: 
A local judge recently asserted that reluctance of 
busness men to serve on juries is one of the greatest 
menaces to our free institutiions, and added a plea to 
those who were summoned for jury duty during the 
week not to make excuses unless they had other than 
business reasons for not wishing to serve* 
He de­ 
clared that it is as much the duty of men of affairs 
and intelligence to serve on juries as to serve as sol­ 
diers in time of war. 
That men who serve on juries are protecting their 
property and their lives, as the judge contended, is 
true. There is protection to neither life nor proper­ 
ty when substantial citizens wriggle out of jury serv­ 
ice on all kinds of pretexts. When the jury function 
is performed by what are known as professional 
jurors—men who have no interest in the adminis­ 
tration of justice, but time-servers who consider only 
what such service means to them in selfish ways— 
justice receives little consideration, and the public 
welfare suffers accordingly. 
Under such conditions 
pictures of justice balancing the scales are a «^elusion 
and a snare. 
^ 
Every citizen of intelligence and character has an 
interest in proper administration of justice, whether 
he imagines that it directly affects his affairs or not. 
The more such citizens neglect this civic duty, the 
more they suffer from maladministration in public 
affairs. So long as those who have a direct interest 
in the administration of justice fail to perform their 
duties in the capacity of jurors, they need expect 
little improvement in civic conditions or in the estab­ 
lishment of higher standards of publjte Ufe. 
If there is any man who owes it to his commuhity 
to serve on the jury, it ia the one who can be relied 
on to give an intelligent and honest verdict in the 
trial court. 
His qualifications for such service ren­ 
der him a source of protection against Tnjustice, law­ 
lessness and chaos, in all of which he himself and 
his interests will share a&etmUng to his willingness 
or failure to perform this public duty. 
We can sit and swear at the government the live long 
day, for all the good i$ will 4o.
